THE OREAT RAILROAD CASE.

Nz Privs Covnr—Judge Read,—Mr, Cayler,
n behalf of the Pennsylvania Raflroad Company,
read an affidavit of J. Bdear Thomson, Presi-
dent of the Company, setting forth that he has
beoh President since 1852, jand that this company
has always sought to further the interests of
Philadelphin, never discriminatin,
New York; it hae aided the establishment of a
steam line from this pori to Liverpool, having
subscribed $500,000 to the purpose.

Affidavits were also read from H, J, Lombert
and H. H, Houston, Esq., conuected with the
manpggement of the ronﬁ, o show that the
churﬁm for freight and passage were always ma-
terially lower to this city than to New York,

Affiduvits to the same effect were also read
from General Cass, President of the Pm.sburq.,
Fort Wayne, ana Chicago Railroad, Bamue! 1.
Badine, and others.

Mr. Gibbons resumed his argument, stating

This morning,about & quarter before 4 o'olock,
a fire broke out in the extensive foundry of
Mesars, Merriock & Sons, the bulldings of which
occupy the whole of the aren of ground extend
ine from Washington avenue to Federal sireet
and from Fourth to Fifth streets, It will be re
membered that a very disastrous fre oo
ourred on the night of the 17th of May, 1865,
at thia place. The buildings then deswroyed
were replaced with fire-proofl structures, while
those that escaped were belng slowly removed,
and algo made fire proof,

The fire this morning oviginated in the boller
shop, a frame bullding, with a front of 180 feet
on Washington avenue, and a depth of 60 feet.
To the south of the boller shop was & cluster of
sheds runping from one end, and used for the
storage of patlierns. The structure, with the
sheds, formed & building in the shape of a tetter
L. The flames were discovered by one of} the
waichmen, who gave the alarm by ringing the
large bell in the cupola, nsed to call the workmen
together. In consequence of the lighy and com-
bustible material with which the boller shop! was
constructed, the flames spread with remarkable
rapidity, and in & few moments the whole place

was enveloped. The fire gave an immense light,
and those who resided i the meighborhood

when first aroused, were fearful lest another conl
oil ronflagration was ragme. The boller shop
and sheds were totally consumed, and some tew
of the other buildings badly scorched by the
hent and flames, The buildings in both ends of
the beiler shop are fire-proof, and were conse-
quently saved, with shght damage irom the great
bheat, The firemen worked faithfully, ani sided
much in saving the numerous rlwel{fn-.;n on the
oppoate side of Washington streot, Forlunately
the wind was very slight, and the roofs of the
houses were covered with snow, thud saving them
from any damage.

‘I'he boiler shop was about heing replaced by a
new fire-proot bullding, similar to the others.
The plans for ite erection were being prepared.
The bullding conmmed a lot of valnable fixed
macainery for the manulacture of poilers, and a
Bium’m! machine, The sheds to the rear end of

¢ hoiler shop, forming the lower portion of
the latter, were stocked with valuable patterns
all of which were destroyed. The total loas will
not exceed $15,000 or $20,000, which is fully
covered by insuranee in several comodnies, in-
cluding the Fire Association, Hand-in-land, and
otngrs, The loss is principally in patterns, The
acoident will not interfere with the operations
of 1he establishment,

Withio the laat few years this establishment
hos been unfortunate. On the 8th of April,
1804, & most disastrons boiler exp oslon, at-
tended by loss of lite, occurred. The whole
place was phattered, and the loss was very
hevy. This was succeeded by the great fire on
the 17th of May, 1865, as already alluded to,
The cause of the fire is not yet stated, but it is
undergoing thorough investigation at the hands
o1 Fire Murshal Blackburn,

The fire was discovered by & man, who gave
the alarm to the watchman on the premises,
Tne Fire Marshal requests that this individual
will call wpon him at once,

DresTRUCTIVE FmeE 1IN MONTGOMERY
Couxry.—This morming, about 4 o'clock, the ex-
tensive spade and shovel factory of Messrs, T.
Rowland & Bons, located at Milltown, Mont-
omery county, was totally consumed by fire,
‘he main struc consisted ol a large three-
story brick strufture, with a number ol smauller
buildings & short distance off, The fire was con-
fined to the main bullding, which contained a
lot of valuable machinery, ready-made stock,
and material in proeess ol manuiacture, The
machinery was propelled by water power. The
flames originated in the varnish room, where
the spades and shovels underwent the finishing
operation. The loss, which will be heavy, s
purtially covered by insurance. The fire cansea
an immense light, which was plainly seen in
kraukiord, and the Washington Steam Fire
Engine of that place was forwarded to the scene.

Tne Criry ComaissioNersarp, — This
morning the examination of witnesses in the
contested elecfon case of Weaver va, Given was
resnmed before General Collis, the specisl ex-
aminer appoioted by the Court. The following
is the evidence elicited:—

Willam Downing, sworn—Was a member of
Company B, 10th Pennsylvania Cavalry; dis-
chinrged on the 4th of December last; the first
cousolidation into companies took place on the
Oth of February, 18656: the second consolidation
was into four compnples: there were then about
300 men in the regiment; I was with the regl-
ment on the 10th of October, 1865; it was at
Alexandrin; I know pretty much all the men in
my company. Witness here mentioned a number
of naumes ot men reported present as not belng
members of the company. No election was held
on the 10th of October. In regard to Compan
C, with which the witness was well acquatnted,
Le could recognize the name of no man on the
poll-book except one.

Cross-examined—I did not vote at the last
cloction,

The contestent here put in evidence all the
returns, consisting of the poll-beoks and the
envelopes enclosing them, from nine companies
(there were only six at this time) of the 19th
Regimect Peonsylvania Cavalry, produced to
{he Exuminer by the Prothonotary., The enve-
lopea and returns referved to by the several
witnesses were also put in evidence,

The case was then adjourned. The evidence
will be n.-‘mlted to the Judge of the Court ot
Common Pleas on Monday next.
